But before this requisition reaches the 


secretary it must pass under the e}cof 
the proper auditor and comptroller and 
receive their countersign, the auditoi at 
the same time charging the amount to 
the account of the disbur-icj; officer in 
whose favor it is, issued. If all goes well 
so far, the secretary issues a warrant to 
the treasurer, directing him to pay over 
the money, which he does by issuing a 
draft for the amount mfavorof the Gov- 
einment's creditor, but not until after 
the warrant has been countersigned by 
the proper comptroller and rcgisteicd by 
the rcgibter. Indeed, the draft itself 
must go to the register for camparison

ISusiness ana Suicide. 


IN". V Tiraei ] 


Longcuty is attended not chiefly by 


an inherited tendency or by supcrioi' 
physical qualities,l)ut r.tther, as has liecn 
expressed by an eminent scientist, "by a 
facility of the constitution to take rest, 
to accept anxiety with serenity, annoy- 
ance without passion, and success or 
pleasure 
without excitement or over- 


weening gratification." 


The stre^ under which business is 


pursued in modern society compels, with 
more or lets energy, the violation of 
the conditions pre^ribed as essential to 
longevity. Take a single illustration : 
Middle-aged men e.in recall the compara- 
tive placidity with which business wai 
conducted a few yearn ago. When the 
great Eastern or great Southern mail had 
arrived, there wai an end o£ all solicitude 
as to the icvelations o£ correspondence 
for the day. But now, the incessant 
click of the telegraph kecpb the nervous 
system of thp business man in a state of 
continuous tension, without any inter- 
vals of relaxation. 


The authority already referred to re- 


gards as tlie most eii'ecUve agents in di- 
miniJiinu; vitality the passions of anger, 
hutied, giief and fear. Tlie conditions 
of modem bu.-ineM life arc well calcu- 
lated to bring into play these distressing 
aud destructive passions, not only as fac 
tors in shortening life by diminishing the 
energy of the nervous syatem, but as ab- 
ruptly severing the thread itself, by in- 
citing to =elf destruction. 


An examination of the vital statistics 


of this City since 1843 reveals the fact 
that not only has the number of suicidal 
deaths increased in larger r.itio than the 
population, but that they are governed 
by the condition of the money market. 
In 1852 there were only 37 such deaths. 
In 1853, a year notable for the activity 
of all business, owing to the influx of 
gold from California, they lose suddenly 
to 5(J, and remained above that figure 
until 1857, when they advanced under 
the financial revulsion in tlie Fall of that 
year, to 72, and in 1R58, to 73, declining 
in 1859 to 06, rising inlSCO, under the 
excitement of the impending war and 
the great fluctuation in values, to C2. 


But, strange to bay, during the years 


•when war was active — 1801 to 186D 
such deaths were only 44, 43, 49, 36, and 
42, for each year. Unhappy men then 
found it easier and cheaper to accept a 
bounty and a bullet than to find their 
own powder and shot. In I860 the num- 
ber of suicides rose to G4, in 18C9 to 102, 
and in 1874 attained tlie maximum ol 
180. It will be.ob-ervcd that the num- 
ber of suicides bears relation to 'the mere 
fact of excitement, rather than the char 
acter of the excitement, depression anc 
exhaltation being each prolific o£ fata 
results— as witness 1807 and 1869— al 
though the former phase of excitement 
seems more fruitful than the latter. 


A Hot Water River. 


[Pcoria Transcript ] 


The great Sutro tunnel, cut to rclievi 


the celebrated Comatock mines oftH 
vast qji^ntilias of Kot water which ia en 
countered in them, affords an outlet tc 
12,000 tons every twenty-four hours— 
about 3,000,000 gallons. 


Some of the water, as it finds its way 


into the mines, has a temperature of 1C. 
degrees, while four miles fiom the mout! 
of the tunnel the temperature of it range 
from 130 to 135 degrees. To obviate th 
inconvenience which would arise from 
the vapor such a vast quantity of hot 
water would give off, the flow is conduct- 
ed through the entire length of the tun- 
nel, four miles, in a tight flume made of 
pine. 


At the point of exit the water has lost 


but seven degrees of heat. Sixty f oet be- 
low the mouth of the tunnel the hot 
water is utilized for turning machinery 
belonging to the company, from whence 
it is carried off by a tunne! 1,100 feet in 
length, which serves as a waste way. 
Leaving the waste way tunnel the water 
flows to the Carson river, a mile and a 
half distant. 


This hot water is being utilized for 


many purposes. The boys have arrang- 
ed several pools where they indulge in 
hot baths. The miners and others use it 
for laundry purposes, and arrangements

made these trials the object of uuiver 
sal contempt, and in many instances 
the means of frustrating the purpose 
of tho law. TUe nation is now di- 
rected to tho empanne.lin{, of a jiuy 
in the Guiteau case at AVashington. 
without reflecting credit on that jury, 
if thu iruth bo told, they are not such 
men as the nation can feel confidence 
in, of administering justice, and de- 
ciding a case which will bo recorded 
in tho history of this nation. The 
abuse of these trials consist not in 
tho method, but in tho qualification 
of the men that compose it. The 
most intelligent aud learned persons 
who are fit to sit upon these all-im- 
portant juries, arc either exempt or 
rejected, because of their knowledge 
of tiie facts in the case. Tho test of 
qualification, as at common law, has 
been departed from, and in doing so 
the efficacy of the trials by jury has 
been lost. A revision to the simple 
and honest test of' jurors as of old 
will no doubt restore us ail effectual 
and honored tribunal to the just ad 
miration of the people.
